COMMENT OF THE DAY 


Artesian Water 


T is natural that our latest water 
shortage crisis should once again 
stimulate the suggestion of boring tor 
artesian supplies. A correspondent 
points to the successful operations that 
have been carried out in Indo-China 
which for years have provided Haiphong 
and Hanoi with the bulk of their water 
supplies. Boring also produced useful 
results in the Shanghai area. One 
retarding factor in Hongkong appears 
to be that the experts cannot agree 
among themselves whether or not 
boring would yield sufficient and satis- 
factory artesian water supplies. One 
leading geologist is of the opinion that 
by far the greatest area of Hongkong 
is composed . of rocks which are 
impermeable to water and that only in 
the northern part of the New 
Territories are there any large areas of 
sedimentary rocks, pervious to, water 
and likely to hold underground supplies. 
Moreover, where there are flat’ agricul- 
tural lowlands of recent sedimentaries, 
such as those bordering Deep Bay, the 
beds are seldom more than 60: feet in 
depth and the wells already sunk there 
are shallow, yielding very impure water

This expert considers 
that the sedimentary rocks of the Tolo 
Channel and Mirs Bay formations might 
offer some possibilities for future 
underground water supplies, but he is 
doubtful of their value in making any 
considerable contribution to the solution 
of the Colony’s water problem. 
Nevertheless it remains true that 
Government has made no_ serious 
attempt to explore the potentialities of 
artesian water supplies. Trial bores in 
areas regarded as suitable by local 
geologists might well produce very use- 
ful results. The water problem has 
reached such acute proportions (and is 
likely to remain so for, at least another 
three years) that everything should be 
attempted to procure additional supplies 
within the Colony, even though there 
fs no guarantee of complete success. 
There are certain areas on the main- 
land which the geological experts 
consider capable of containing artesian 
water supplies. No harm could be done, 
and possibly something spectacular 
might result, by making trial borings, 
if necessary to a depth of 4,000 feet.

: The House of Commons approved the Japanese peace treaty to- 
night after overwhelmingly defeating a rebel Labour motion to reject it 
i in fear of “unfair competition” from Japanese industry. 


The vote was 382 to 38, defeating the rebel motion. The Commons 
‘ then read the Japanese peace treaty bill a second time and approved it by 


voice vote, paving the way to ratification of the treaty. 
final reading of the bill is expected to be little more than a formality 
without a vote. The second reading is the main test, 

The bill provided for “carrying in to effect the treaty of peace with Japan 
and the protocol thereto”. Conservative and most Labour Members, including 
the leaders, voted together to defeat the rebel Labour motion against the treaty.

Umberto’s father, King Victor 
Emmanvel, was made a Knight 
of the Garter by Queen Victoria 
in 1881. He was the — senior 
Knight in 1940, when he was 
expelled from the Order at the 
King's command. This was the 
time when Italy entered the war 
as France was falllng. 

The rich insignia of the Garter 
remained in Victor Emmanuel's 
possession until the collapse of 
the Mussolini regime. Then the 
Italian royal treasure was 
looted, 

Only one part of the insignia 
remalned: a golden medal known 
ag the Lesser George. This is 
worn from a 4in. Blue ribbon 
over the left shoulder of Knights 
, of the Garter. 


THE LESSER GEORGE 
All chat was left, 


Emmanuel’s s0n, 
Umberto, succeeded to the 
throne in 1946, But after a 
reign of only a few weeks he 
followed his father into exile. 
Victor Emmanuel died in 1947. 

In normal times the Garter 
insignia would have been re- 
turned to Windsor. This {6 
always done when a Knight dies 
or is deprived of his place in the 
Order. ’ , 

But from his home at Estoril, 
in Portugal, Umberto wrote to 
the King. He told how nearly 
all the insignia had been looted, 
recalled King . Victor's great 
pride in his Garter, and asked 
to be allowed tu keep the Lesser 
George as a personal memento of 
his father.

reason.

Carries Instructions 
From Churchill 


London, Nov, 26. 

The Colonial Secretary, 
Mr Oliver Lyttelton, flew to- 
day to Malaya as British 
military and diplomatic re- 
presentatives in the Far 
East met there to co- 
ordinate action against the 
mounting Communist men- 
ace. 


Mr Lyttelton had instructions 
from the Prime Minister, Mr 
Winston Churchill, to find out 
why the fight against Commun- 
ist lerrorists showed no signs of 
ending and why the situation in 
Malaya was worse than at any 
tame since the war against the 
bandits siarted three and a half 
years aga. 

The conference of British Far 
Eastern representatives, which 
started last) Suturday at Bukit 
Serene in the State of Johore, 
was deseribed by the Commis- 
sioner General ffor Southeast 
Asia, Mr Malcolm Macdonald, as 
a “rouline exchange of views” 
te co-ordinate Britain's diploma- 
tle and military strength against 
Communist aggression 


ANNUAL EVENT 


Official quarters said the con- 
ference at Bukit Serene was an 
“annual event intended to 
draw up recommendations for 
policy-making which would be 
presented to Mr Lyttelton on his 
aprival next Thursday. 

Especial importance was being 
attached to the current  con- 
ference, however, in light of 
prospects {or peace in Korea, 
which may result in more Com- 
Munist manpower and materials 
being freed for operations in 
Southeast Asia. 

Officials said Mr Macdonald 
was chairman of the conference, 
which was attended = by the 
Governors of Singapore, Hong- 
kong, North Borneo and 
Sarawak. Also present were 
British Foreign Office repre- 
sentatives from Japan, Indonesia, 
Burma, the Philippines and 
Indo-China, plus the three 
British commanders-in-chief in 
the Far East and Sir Archibald 
Nye, British High Commissioner 
' in India. Australia also sent an 
' observer, officials said. 

Reports from Singapore said 
the conference discussed the 
“impact of international events 
on Southeast Asia und vice 
versa.” For example, reports 
suid, it could be assurned that 
Britain's recognition of Com- 
munist China would be discuss- 
ed to find out how it was affect- 
ing British policy in rejations 
with other countries in Far 
Fast. 


LONDON COMMENT 


In London, Officials said the 
purpose of the conference was 
to co-ordinate British military 
and economic strength in Asia 
and make it absoluteiy clear 
that Britain intended to stay 
put and clear the Communists 
out of Malaya. 

There were unofficial reports 
that Britain was considering the 
appointment of a military 
Supreme Commander in South- 
east Asia and Paris reports said 
Fieid-Marshal Lord Montgomery 
had been named. There was 
no official confirmation of these 
reports, however, and the 
Colonial Office also said there 
had been no Successor yet 
appointed to the High Com- 
missioner, Sir Henry Gurney, 
who was killed by Communist 
guerillas in Malaya +ast month.
